public interest aroused by the doubtful 
situation in Natal is unprecedented in 
the history of this war. 


At 7 o'clock tonight nothing had 


been heard from Buller, or it news has 
arrived, the war office officials have not 
seen fit to give it out. 


The very fact tuat no news has ar- 


rived, creates anxiety. If . Buller had 
won the battle, he would certainly have 
•sent the news at once, and the war office 
would have been only too glad to make 
it public. 


The stock exchange rumor that Gen1 


Warren had captured Spion Kop is ut- 
terly discredited. 
The great multitude 


gathered around the war office fear that 
the worst has happened and that Buller 
has teen driven back with great loss it 
he made a frontal attack last night as 
was expected.

out England for news of Gen. Warren's 
night attack on Spion Kop, which Gen. 
Buller in his dispatch last night said 
was meditated. 


All night long the war office was 


brilliantly lighted up. 
Many of the 


officials were on hand awaiting news 01 
the daring step Gen. Buller had ordered. 
Early this morning brought groups of 
people and as the day advanced, they 
came in crowds. 
Not a line, however, 


came from Buller. 


Noon went by, and still nothing, and 


the anxiety on all sides increased. 


Gen Bullor's dispatch, announcing 


.that Gen. Warren was to make a night 
nttack with the bayonet, one of the most 
hazardous moves in modern warfare 
was taken to indicate that the flanking 
movement, which Warren 
undertook, 


had failed. 


Gen. Buller has apparently 
been 


forced to return to the tactics which 
thus far have 
proved 
unsuccessful 


namely a frontal attack on the fortified 
enemy. Tho only change is the attack 
is to be made at night. 


General Methuen 
tried this at Ma- 


gersfontoin. but the Boers were awake 
and it resulted in fearful losses in the 
Highland brigade. 


Remembering this it can easily be 


seen that England awaits with fear and 
anxiety the result of Boiler's move- 
ment. If it is another defeat, it would 
not be surprising to see the overthrow, 
jng of tho present ministry. 
The first 


signs of discord among the British peo 
pie as to the carrying 0,1 of tho war, 
was announced today.

Great llattle Js On. 


London, Jan. 24. 3 a. m.—The great 


battle in which the fate of Ladysmith is 
to be decided one way or the other io all 
probability is on at this writing in the 
vicinity of Spionkop, the key to the Boer 
position. 


This belief is based on an official mes- 


sage from Sir .Redvers _Buller, dated 
Tuesday evening, and given out at the 
Wfir office shortly before 2 o'clock this 
morning. 


It is evident that General Buller is 


sanguine of success, as he throws aside 
all precedents 
by making known his 


plans in advance of his action. 


Heads Like An Apology. 


London, Jan. 24, 4 a. m—Gen. Buller's 


great turning movement, of which so 
much had been expected, has come to a 
standstill. 
His carefully worded mes- 


sage to tho war office telling this, after 
a silence of two days, reads like an 
apology and an explanation. 


Gen. Warren holds the ridges, but 


the enemy's positions are higher. 
The 


British artillery is playing in 'the Bopr 
positions, and the Boors are replying. 
The British infantry is separated by only 
1,400 yards by tho enemy, but an ap 
proach to the steep slopes, across the 
bare open, would expose the British to 
fatal rifle fire. 


Capo Town Dutch !n KevoH. 


London. Jan. 24—[Special Cable- 


gram]—Considerable attention is di- 
ected to subsidiary items of news from 
Cape Colony. It is learned that 2,000 


'ape Town Dutch of Sumerset East 
have determined to join the Boer army, 
and it is feared the rebellion may spread 
across the Colony, in which case serious 
danger will threaten the British commu- 
nications, for all forces available for the 
guarding of tho railways are stationed 
it. the disaffected district to the north.

Monster Strike In Austrian Drovinces 


Causes the Government Great 


Uneasiness. 


' Berlin, Jan. 24—The great strike of 
the coal miners in Bohemia, Moravian 
and Austrian Silesia has assumed such 
threatening proportions that the Aus- 
trian government has found it expedient 
to offer itself as a mediator between the 
contending parties. 


Fully 90,000 workmen are said to be 


out in the dissatisfied districts, and in- 
dustry is severely suffering under the 
lack of coal 
The situation has grown 


so gra"o that even the political misery 
prevailing in the monarchy has stepped 
into the background, public attention 
being entirely absorbed by the possibili- 
ties of the great strike. 


In the Bohemian City of Teplitz, a 


short distance from the coal districts, 
the glass factories were compelled to 
shut down on account of want of coal. 
In the Saxon capital, Diesden, whose 
supply of coal is drawn from the Bohe- 
mian districts, the gas plants and sur- 
face railroads had to reduce their work- 
ing time, and even in the schools the 
lack of coal makes itself sore felt, 


In Dux, Bohemia, the bakers have no 


fuel for their stoves. 
Many instances 


are reported from other parts which are 
similarly affected by the. strike. 


WILL HAVE TO LOCK BAGGAGE 


Western Kuilroads May Atlopt Rule ?, 


to Clieck Open 1'ackapres 


The western railroads are considering 


the advisability of adopting a rule not 
to check as baggage any "telescope" or 
other carrier of goods which is not pro- 
vided with a lock. Fifty per cent of the 
claims for loss or daunige to baggage 
are made in cases where no lock was on 
the carrier. The railroads have bad to 
pay a majority of such c'aims because 
they couid not prove whether their own 
employes or drivers of express wagons 
tampered with tho .goods. It is assorted 
that many falso claims have been made 
for the loss or theft of goods which 
never were puticto "telescopes" or other 
carriers.

RUSSIA 
TAKES A 
NEW 
PORT 


Kvportud Czar Has Leased the Gulf of 


Kufglias oil Unitarian Cim-t, 


Vienna, Jan., 24—From Sophia comes 


a telegram stating that a Russian depu- 
tation, consisting of tho officers of the 
general staff and the marine has arrived 
there and will go to inspect the gulf of 
Burghasand otber harbors on the Bul- 
garian coast of the Black Sea. Tho re- 
port that Burghas is to be ceded to 
Russia is again revived, but this time it 
is stated the harbor is to be let only 
provisionally as a ship station and that 
Russia is to pay 2,000,000 rubles annual- 
ly for the use of it. 


If the telegram prove correct and 


Russia proposes to.rent or to take the 
Gulf of Burghas, the move means the 
bringing of her fleet within 122 sea miles 
of Constantinople, thus enabling her to 
reach there in twelve hours—twenty- 
eight hours less than she can now from 
her nearest port.

Germany, France, England and Russia 
addressed a note of inquiry to the 
Washington government, relative to the 
future policy of the United States in the 
Philippines has been published here, the 
Freie Presse today appears with an ed- 
itorial which is interesting since it 
voices the sentiment which is generally 
encountered here whenever the United 
States ond its expansion policy is men- 
tioned. The article says the addressing 
of the note is explained by "the situa- 
tion in the archipelago and' the obvious 
planlessness of the American colonial 
policy.''

Lake Whoso Water* .Arc 36 Feet Lower 


Than 2O Years Ago. 


Father Daull, a Roman 
Catholic 


missionary at Lake Tanganyika, one 
o£ the large lakes of central Africa, 
writes that since 1S97 the level of the 
lake has fallen about twenty-six feet. 
The natives are now cultivating ba- 
nana patches for about a half mile 
lakewavd on land that twenty years 
ago was covered by the lake. In other 
words, the width oC the lake has been 
diminished about a mile throughout 
its length of 400 miles. Fort Karema 
was built on a hill whose base was 
lapped by the waves of Tanganyika, 
but now a gently sloping, cultivated 
plain stretches between the fort and 
the lake. At present the level of the 
lake appears to be stationary, for there 
has been no perceptible change within 
a year or more. All the evidence tends 
to show that Tanganyika is subject to 
periodical rise and fall of level due to 
meteorological 
causes 
that are not 


fully 
understood. 
Por a period 
of 


years the water receipts of the lake 
are steadily less than its outflow and 
the evaporation from its surface, and 
then the lake recedes, the head of the 
Lukuga becomes choked with vegeta- 
tion, no water enters the river from 
the lake and it partly dries up,-as it 
receives only the drainage of its val- 
ley. This was the condition of things 
when Stanley visited the Lukuga in 
1S76. 
But the lake had been rising 


then for a number of years. The suc- 
ceeding cycle was in progress when 
the water receipts were steadily great- 
er than the evaporation. Stanley said 
that if the lake continued to rise, in 
two or three 
years 
more it would 


burst through the vegetable barrier at i 
the head of the Lukuga and ouce more 
contribute its waters to the Congo. 
This actually happened, as Missionary 
•Hore and the explorer Thomson dis- 
covered, and almost simultaneously, 
the 
succeeding 
period o£ deficient 


water supply came in and the lake has 
been falling ever since. 
It seems to 


have readied the turning point again 
and we may soon expect to hear that 
the level of Tanganyika is rising.— 
New York Sun.

ivork. It is no uncommon sight to see 
the wife and daughters of a Boer 
whose possessions would mount up 
5nto the hundreds of thousands or oven 
millions laboring iu tho fields by his 
side. 


The Boer in the construction of his 


home does not aspire to a higher style 
of architecture than that which pleas- 
ed his grandfather. 
The very simplest 


sort of dwelling, consisting of two, 
sometimes three or four, rooms, meets 
All the wants of a large family. The 
furniture is of tho plainest and most 
serviceable kind. 
Neither expensive 


•oil paintings nor bric-a-brac adorn this 
household, but conspicuously resting 
on a table in the center of the living 
room is the family Bible, which serves 
to instruct and 'encourage and on the 
possession of which every Boer prides 
liimsctf. 


The children learn to pick out the 


letters of their language from this one 
oook, thus making the study of the 
Bible their sole inspiration for learn- 
ing. 
Such simple taste is never dis- 


turbed by the influx of newer or more 
vxcitiug literature, and the child mind 
&• trained to the mature slate by a 
'course of the purest and highest read- 
ing. 
It is this taste for the ideally 


chaste which is nurtured in tlie child 
that makes of the men and women 
alike a pure minded and rigidly' devot- 
ed people. 


The typical Boer prides himself on 


being as far removed as possible from 
his neighbor, as he is inclined to ex- 
press it. "Not within sight of his neigh- 
bor's smoke." 
W i t h a home planted in 


»he center of a farm of from aOOO to 
'il'.OOO :>cres. there is very little oppor- 
tunity for social intercourse. The I'.tts- 
biind contents himself with his pipe 
and Eiblo, but the women and children 
reach out for a more pleasurable pas- 


mcnt of women which have swept over 
Europe and America have not beeu 
liberally received in the Boer state, 
still tlie women there are awake to 
their higher duties and opportunities.

the background.

in the house of representatives TUBS- 
day when the defendant, in his speech 
in reply to his accusers, declared that 
his cause was the cause of (Joel, and 
that 'he would regard an invitation to 
abandon his present -course or to 
trace a single step taken in its ad- 
vancement as Impious as an invitation 
to renounce God that he might gain 
earthly honor or emolument. 
The 


galleries ar.il the lloor of tlie house 
were packed with a throng attracted 
by the knowledge that the star of tlie 
occasion was to take the center ot the 
stage, and Mr. Roberts' vehement and 
sensational declaration was received 
with a storm of mingled cheers and 
hisses from the multitude assembled. 


'When the reports of the majority 


and 
minority of the committee had 


been, read and advocated Mr. Roberts 
rose to present his claims to a seat 
in consross. 
His commanding pres- 


ence and iTHgiiilicent voice won instant 
and close attention. '-He began by say- 
lug he v/as in a position to say "a 
plague on both your houses," for the 
position of neither majority nor mi- 
nority suited him. He svould like the 
house to adopt the argument of the 
majority against expulsion and that oE

turned away, and prevent me from he- 
ing sworn." 


The house, he continued, was subject

Nothing; in the way of an educational 


institution has ever been planned on 
sucli an elaborate- scale as has the ue\v 
University of California, the building 
of which Mrs. I'hebe A. Hearst. Amer- 
ica's foremost woman philanthropist, 
lias devoted the larger part of her im- 
lueuse fortune. 


According to the plans of M. Ber- 


nard, tho distinguished French archi- 
tect whose design took tirst pri/e in 
the $100.000 competition, the new uni- 
versity is to be not merely a group of 
buildings, but a scoiastic city, com- 
plete in every detail and as -beautiful 
as a dream. 


The present buildings of the univer- 


sity are situated on the Berkeley hills. 
nad the grounds include several fine 
proves of trees. 
On one sklo is San 


Francisco bay. The 
buildings now 


standini; arc to be pulled down and the 
entire character of the grounds chang- 
ed. The architects were instructed to 
treat the site as if it were so much 
blank space, taking note only of the 
natural features. 


A population of 5,000 students of 


both sexes is anticipated. 
Besides 


these a large number of professors, in- 
structors and the necessary number of 
•working men and women to minister 
to the physical wants of those who 
learn and teach was the basis on which 
M. Bernard made his calculations. 


Approaching the university from the 


bay side M. Bernard's plans show im- 
mediately within the entrance what he 
has called the "Fine Arts 
square." 


Three buildings are shown on the left 
—a school of due arts, a university, 
museum and an academy of music. 
Ou the right are but two buildings— 
cue a theater and the other a lecture 
hall—and between them undisturbed 
•will be the grove of fine oaks which 
now contribute so much to the beauty 
of the university site. 


Proceeding up University avenue, on 


the left is the university library, with 
a civil engineering building in the 
rear, and on the right tho domed ad- 
ministration building, with a college 
of mines behind It. Then still farther

up the aveuue the buildings are divid- 
ed by that broad, tree lined boulevard 
Into two groups. 


All those on tho left are devoted to 


general education; all those on the 
right 
to rest and recreation. 
The 


dormitory buildings facing one another 
look dowu on a flower bordered cam- 
pus, and ou a lower lovci to the : utli 
Is a grand recreation ground, with a 
truly magnificent gymnasium on tho 
south side, sheltered from the heat and 
the winds, and on the east and west 
tribunes with rows of scats and-proud 
pennants bearing stanchions. 


Each architect was required to pro- 


vide detailed plans of oue building, 
and it is this particular structure 
which M. Bernard has chosen to depict. 
Broad'driveways lead to tho gymnasi- 
um from the south tmd curve around 
Us eastern and western ends. 
Just 


across each of these latter roads a light 
bridge in the form of a graceful arch 
Is thrown, and so connection is made 
directly between tho gymnasium and 
two clubhouses. 


On the north side of the main educa- 


tional building is the agricultural col- 
lege, with ample grounds for experi- 
mental work. 
Higher up comes the 


group of natural history buildings, ami 
on the highest point readied by easy 
terraces is the university observatory. 
To the south of the last building, some 
distance removed, where fresh air can 
reach it at all times, is the infirmary. 


The whole scheme shows breadth. 


There is no crowding and yet no waste, 
•while creeks and trees nnd undulating 
surfaces are worked into the plan un- 
disturbed and are made to contribute 
their share to n beautiful entity. Some 
of the most imposing structures have 
colonnated fronts and aro embellished 
•with towers on the corners, relieving 
the view when caught from above of 
any monotony of dead level. 


The whole project is finer than any 


similar conception ever contemplated 
by a university, and tho honor that 
•will accrue to the University of Califor- 
nia upon its completion will be re- 
flected upon the wonderful woman 
•who inspired it. 


It is estimated that the total cost of 


the new university will bo about §30.- 
000.000. Tho trustees expect that all 
of this vast sum will be subscribed 
and that the new university will be 
completed 
within ten years. Mrs. 


Hearst, who has met the expense ul' 
securing the plans, has agreed to erect 
two of the buildings. Mayor Phelan of 
San Francisco will build oue. and Jliss 
Jennie Flood will build another. Be- 
sides this, the subscriptions already 
amount to $7,000,000. 
M. Bernard is 


now in California busily overseeing the 
preliminary work. lie expects to stay 
until the university is completed.
